Today we have more children. 
More children mean more school 
rooms. More school rooms mean 
more teachers. Today more 
courses in school are being offered 
and more courses also mean more 
teachers. 


In Michigan the enrollment in 
public and non public school has 
increased upwards of 150,000 in 
the last ten years. Michigan 
needs over 7,000 more teachers 
this year. Next year it is known 
about 2,000 more class roums and 
teachers will be needed in our 
state adding to the shortage. The 
need for classrooms and teachers 
will get more acute before it can 
possibly be relieved. 

Colleges are not graduating 
enough teachers and the question 
arises: Where will the teachers 
come from? What can be done to 
induce more young people to enter 
thé profession? One answer is 
higher wages. New York with 
one of the best educational sys- 
tems in the nation, for example, 
pays a college graduate a begin- 
ning salary of $3,450. The driver 
of a trailer truck in New York re- 
ceives $4,410. Industry hires 
many away from the schools be- 
cause they can pay more. 

Another answer is more class- 
rooms and smaller teacher pupil 
ratio. With teachers growing 
more scarce by the year and new 
class rooms costing $26,000 each 
and more, many communities 
{such as Grayling find it most dif- 

ficult to keep up with the growing 

population.
